SAN  FRANCISCO,  Sept.  13. — Ser- 
vice on  six  lines  of  the  United  Rail- 
roads here  will  be  discontinued  next 
week,  the  street  railway  company 
notified  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors  today.  This  action  is  to 
be  taken  at  the  request  of  H.  C.  But- 
ler, power  administrator  for  the  city 
commission.

WASHINGTON,  Sept.  13. — The  number  of  prisoners  taken  by 
the  Americahs  in  flattening  out  the  St.  Mihiel  salient  now  number 
13,306,  General  Pershing  reported  in  his  conynunique  for  today, 
received  late  tonight  at  the  War  Department.  No  mention  was  made 
pf  the  number  of  guns  and  other  booty  captured. 

The  enemy,  General  Pershing  said,  is  retiring  before  the  steady 
advance  of  the  Americans  and  is  destroying  large  quantities  of 
materials  as  he  goes. 

The  text  of  the  statement  follows: 

"Headquarters,  American  Expeditionary  Forces,  Sept.  13: 

"Section  A — In  the  St.  Mihiel  sector,  we  have  achieved  further 
successes.  The  junction  of  our  troops  advancing  from  the  south  of 
the  sector  with  those  advancing  from  the  west,  have  given  us  pos- 
session of  the  whole  salient  to  points  twelve  miles  northeast  of  St. 
Mihiel,  and  we  have  succeeded  in  the  capture  of  many  prisoners. 

"Forced  back  by  our  steady  advance,  the  enemy  is  retiring  and 
Is  destroying  large  quantities  of  material  as  he  goes.    The  number  of 

Erisoners   counted    has   reached    1 3,300.      Our   line    now    includes 
lerbeuvllle,  Thillot,  Hannonvllle,  St.  Benoit,  Xammes,  Jaulny,  Thiau- 
Court  and  Vieville."

American  Wounded  Give  Im- 
pression Battle  Was  Great 
Victory — Regiments  Moved 
to  Assault  Singing. 


PARIS,  Sept.  18.  —  (Reuter'8)  — 
About  a  hundred  of  the  first  Ameri- 
can wounded  arriving  in  the  rear 
from  the  St.  Mihiel  sector  give  the 
Impression  that  the  battle  was  a 
great  victory  and  full  of  promise  for 
the  future.  The  American  troop* 
exhibited  splendid  dash,  some  of  the 
regiments  moving  to  the  assault 
wmi>^fl)pgi,JlKteg,,.A»a.- ■Inging  tha 
-Mai^nftTiS: 

One  of  t'he  points  of  support  In 
the  enemy's  defence  was  taken  at 
the  point  of  the  bayonet.  Despite 
fierce  resistance  the  Germans  were 
completely  overthrown  and  suffered 
exceptionally   heavy    losses. 

The  American  units  co-operated 
splendidly  with  the  French.  One 
American,  who  was  wounded  during 
the  hottest  part  of  the  battle,  re- 
lates that  a  small  French  detach- 
ment found  Itself  in  difflcultles  in  a 
wood  full  of  machine  guns.  With- 
out waiting  for  orders,  the  Ameri- 
cans advanced  to  turn  the  position, 
and,  reaching  the  rear  of  the  wood, 
precipitated  themselves  on  the  ene- 
my and  slaughtered  the  gunners  on 
their    weapons.

WASHINGTON,  Sept.  13. — Com- 
plete elimination  of  the  St.  Mihiel 
salient  by  General  Pershing's  army 
snd  co-operating  French  forces,  many 
afmy  officials  here  believe  Is  only  the 
entering  wedge  of  operations  of  a  far 
larger  scope. 

Official  despatches  were  still  delay- 
ed and  the  full  scope  of  the  victory 
won  by  the  Americans  In  their  first 
independent  action  could  not  be 
gauged.  It  was  regarded  as  probable, 
however,  that  Per^lng's  men  ntiU 
were  pressing  forward  to  get  in  touch 
with  the  new  line  the  enemy  hopes 
to  hold.

As  the  lines  were  reported  tonight 
there  was  nothing  to  indicate  that  the 
American  advance  had  stopped.  The 
German  official  statement  was  that  a 
new  line  had  been  prepared  but  the 
nature  of  the  country  where  the 
American  troops  stood  late  today  in- 
dicated that  the  German  defence  posi- 
tion must  be  further  hack  toward 
Mets.  It  was  expected  here  that 
American  patrols  would  posh  forward 
to  feel  out  this  line  before  a  new 
advance   Is  undertaken.

PARIS,  Sept.  13. — .-Vll  the  military 
commentatorii  dwell  at  great  length 
upon  the  Importance  of  the  first  laiRe 
aoale  operation  by  the  Araerlcan  force« 
on  the  Western  front.  Colonel  de  Thom- 
asaon,  one  of  the  l>e8t-known  t^rench 
military    writers,    aays: 

"It  may  be  said  at  once  that  Gen- 
eral 'Pershing's  shock  army  has  given 
fresh  proof  of  the  very  high  value  of 
the  American  troops.

"During  the  year  1917  the  interior 
of  the  St.  Mlblel  pocket  was,  so  to 
say,  honeycombed  with  fortified  works. 
While  Wotan.  Siegfried  and  Albersch 
lines  were  organised  from  Lens  to  the 
Chemln  des  Dames,  the  Germans  had 
constructed  positions  In  an  almost 
straight  line  from  Bezonvaux  (north- 
east of  Verdun  and  seven  miles  west 
of  Etain)  to  Noveant-sur-Moselle  run- 
ing  ahrough  Labeuvllle  and  Puzieux.

"We  even  beHeved  m  the  Spring  of 
1917  that  the  enemy  was  about  to  aban- 
don the  St.  Mihiel  salient  at  the  same 
time  as  the  L.assigny  one.

The  main  artery 
of  the  whole  pocket  is  the  railway  con- 
structed by  the  Germans  from  Cham- 
bley  and  VlgneuUes,  with  the  most  Im- 
portant branch  to  the  west  of  Damp- 
vltoux   wood."

IS  COMPLETE 


St.  Mihiel  Salient  Is  Eliminated 
by  Time-Honored  Metiiod  of 
Attack  Despite  Bad  Wea- 
ther Conditions. 


AMERICAN  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
LORRAINE,  Sept.  13.— (Reuter's) — 
The  St.  Mihiel  salient,  created  by 
the  Germans  at  great  cost  to  secure 
an  adequate  frontajje  ground  of  much 
value  to  them  and  which  no  efforts 
of  the  French  had  been  able  to  wrest 
from  them,  has'  been  eliminated  by 
the  combined  American  and  French 
forces. 

The  attack  was  made  in  the  time- 
honored  manner  of  attack  on  both 
sides  of  the  salient  with  elastic  press- 
ure around  Its  apex.  More  complete 
sncBsss  eouid  hardly  haua..besa  -a<» 
talned. 

From  1  o'clock  in  the  morning  the 
sky  blazed  with  the  light  of  the  great 
artillery  battle,  something  which  had 
not  been  seen  for  months  on  this  part 
of  the  line.  When  the  troops  went 
over  what  daylight  should  have  been 
there  was  obscured  by  driving  mist 
and  rain.  Later  in  the  day  the 
weather  improved  somewhat  but  the 
rain-sodden  ground  made  the 
progress  of  the  troops  and  heavy 
guns    exceedingly    difflcult. 

The  southern  attack  extended  past 
Montsec,  practically  to  the  Moselle,  at 
Pont-a-Mousson.  This  is  open,  roll- 
ing grassland  country.  It  would  be 
difficult  to  And  more  advantageous 
lighting  ground. 

The  Germans  undoubtedly  were 
busy  getting  their  guns  away  and 
the  support  offered  to  their  infantry 
wau  weak  In  the  extreme.  Of  counter 
battery  work  there  seemed  to  be  none 
at  all.  Though  the  day  was  unpropl- 
tlous,  the  airplanes  did  splendid  work, 
swooping  on  the  retiring  infantry 
and  driving  them  clear  of  the  road, 
besides  pushing  every  German  plane 
out  of  the  sky  and  bringing  down  sev- 
eral balloons  in  flames.  Including  one 
most  prized  by  the  Germans  on  the 
high  ground  at  Marleulles.

In  the  latter  region  ter- 
ritory giving  the  British  a  wide  range  over  the  outlying  districts  has 
been  reached. 

The  text  of  the  communication  follows: 

"In  the  Vermand  and  Jeancourt  sector  northwest  of  St.  Quentin 
our  troops  have  gained  ground  in  contact  with  the  enemy  advanced 
detachments  and  have  taken  prisoners, 

"Southwest  of  La  Bassee  our  progress  has  continued  in  spite  of 
the  opposition  of  hostile  machine  guns.  Our  troops  have  gained 
possession  of  Fosse  de  Bethune  and  of  the  slag  heap  adjoining  it. 
This  slag  heap,  known  as  'the  dump,'  forms  the  feature,  giving  wide 
observation  over  the  surrounding  country. 

"To  the  north  of  it,  our  troops  hold  the  German  trench 
immediately  west  of  Auchy-les-La  Bassee  and  are  pressing  forward 
into  the  village.  We  captured  a  few  prisoners  during  the  night  in  the 
region  of  Zillebekc  Lake." 

French  Push  Forward 

PARIS,  Sept.  13. — The  French  have  made  further  progress 
between  Savy  and  the  St.  Quentin-Ham  road  and  also  to  the  north  of 
Nanteuil-la-Fosse,  in  the  Rheims  sector,  according  to  the  official 
statement  issued  by  the  War  Office  tonight. 

Two  Ge/man  counter-attacks  were  repulsed  in  the  neighborhood 
of  LaflFaux  and  Moisy.

These  de- 
mands were  those  of  the  strikers  In 
the  1917  labor  trouble  here  and  were 
renewed  recently  on  the  occasion  of 
a  visit  to  this  city  of  John  D.  Ryan, 
then  president  of  the  Anaconda  Cop- 
per Mining  Company,  although  on  the 
latter  occasion  no  strike  order  was 
issued.

—Vice  Chancellor  in  Speech 
Modifies  War  Aims. 


GERNIMI REUE 


Revelations  Regarding  Treat- 
ment of  Natives  of  South- 
west Africa  Preclude  Possi- 
bility of  Restoration. 


LONDON.  Sept.  13. — <  Reuter's. )  — 
"A  terrible  Indictment,"  Is  the  general 
comment  In  the  morning  papers  of 
Germany's  treatment  of  the  natives 
of  Southwest  Africa. 

The  Dally  Chronicle  says:  "What- 
avar  the  future  of  other  (Jarman  col- 
onlea  may  be.  It  ia  Impoaslble  that 
Southweat  Africa  should  be  returned 
to  Germany. 

"Native  opinion  there  and  in  the 
territories  adjacent  to  the  Union 
would  regard  its  restitution  with 
horror  and  consternation.  The  crimes 
of  her  own  sons  definitely  forbid 
Germany's  re-entry  Into  this  region  of 
Africa." 

The  Daily  Graphic  says  that  after 
such  an  exposure  the  return  of  any 
colonies  to  Germany  would  make  the 
Allies  partners  in  her  unspeakable 
crimes. 

^  "The  Dally  Telegraph  holds  -  that 
whatever  former  German  colonies  may 
be  returned  after  the  war.  Southwest 
Africa  must  not  be.  The  Gorges  re- 
port must  put  all  Idea  of  its  retrdkes- 
slon  enttrely  out  of  the  question. 

The  Morning  Poet  says:  "After  this 
terrifying  blue'  book  the  Allies  can 
not,  under  any  circumstances,  willing- 
ly assent  to  the  NBturn  of  the  African 
colonies." 

The  Times  says:  "The  inhuman 
harborV  of  outragea  of  the  Germane,  committed 
in  Europe,  are  insignificant  when 
compared  with  the  savage  abomina- 
tions which  were  the  foundation  of 
German  rule  in  Africa.

SINGLE  MEN  ARE 
CHIEF  OFFENDERS 


Government  May  Act  to  Put  an 
End  to  Loafing  in  Essential 
Lines  of  Industry  —  Only 
Work  4i  Days  a  Week, 


OTTAWA,  Sept.  13. — Proponals  for 
wide  applicatloa  of  the  antl-loafing 
law  have  been  submitted.  Accord- 
ing to  information  received  here  pro- 
duction in  a  number  of  essential  lines 
of  Industry  Is  below  what  it  might  be 
and   could   be  greatly   increased. 

In  the  Cape  Breton  coal  fields,  for 
Instance,  examination  of  time  sheets 
shows,  it  is  stated  that  duriSg  two 
weelu  of  August,  50  per  cent  of  the 
skilled  men  worked  an  average  of 
scarcely  njore  than  4H   ds^s  a  week. 

It  Is  claimed  that  numbers  of 
single  men,  with  exemption  from  mili- 
tary service  owing  to  their  occupa- 
tiop,  are  especially  offenders  In  this 
regard. 

The  suggestion  is  made  that  the 
antl-loaflng  law  could  be  enforced 
much  along  the  lines  of  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Military  Service  Art.  A 
man  might  be  required  to  produce  pa- 
pera  to  ahow  that  ha  ia  employed  as 
specified  by  the  order-in-council. 
Otherwiae  he  would  be  liable  to  proae- 
cutlon.  it  Is  understood,  however, 
that  the  matter  haa  been  taken  up  ao 
far  in  a  general  way  only  and  no  de- 
cialon  haa  been  reached. 

Under  the  anti- loafing  law,  every 
male  peraon  In  /  Canada  "shall  be 
regularly  engaged  In  aome  useful  oc- 
cupation, in  the  absence  of  reasonable 
cause  to  the  contrary." 

Violations  of  the  law  enUlla  lia-

AMSTERDAM.  Sept.  18. — ReHerat- 
Ing  that  Germany  "aa  the  innocent 
and  attaoked  pacty"  In  the  war  had  a 
right  to  demand  Indemnification. 
Frtederich  von  Payer,  the  Oernt^n 
Vlce-Chanecllor.  In  his  speech  today 
a^  Stuttgart  ,sald  that  "we  prefer  -on 
calm  reflection  and  even  with  our 
favorable  military  situation  te  aban- 
don this  Idea." 

Turning  to  the  question  of  tt^e  oc- 
cupied territories,  the  Vice-Chanoellor 
said  that-  as  a  preliminary  oondltion 
of  peace  for  Germany  anb  her  Allies 
these  nations  muat  have  all  their  pre« 
war  poaseaslona,  including  the  Ger- 
man colon'les,  restored.  Germany,  he 
declared,  could  evacuate  the  oco«»plcd 
regiona  and  could  give  back  BeWtum 
without  encumbrance  and  without  re- 
aerve  providing  no  other  atata  was 
more  favorably  placed  In  regard  to 
Belgium  than  waa  Germany. 

He  aaaerted  that  Germany  would 
not  aubmlt  to  the  Entente  Powera  for 
approval  or  alteration  the  peace 
treaties  which  Germany  had  algned 
with  the  Ukraine.  Russia  and  Rou- 
manla. 

The  postponement  of  peace  pros- 
pects and  t)\e  likelihood  of  a  fifth 
war  winter  weigh  equally  on  all  bel- 
ilgerenta  and  not  only  Germany  alone, 
in    his  opinion. 

Herr  von  Payer  reminded  his  hear- 
ers that  after  four  years  the  war  still 
waa  being  waged  almost  entirely  on 
enemy  territory.  He  admitted  that 
the  U-boat  war  had  not  worked  as 
quickly  and  successfully  aa  had  been 
hoped.  He  added  it  waa  useless  to 
dispute  whose  was  the  fauM.  The 
enemy,  he  said.  Was  still  unable  to 
compensate  their  losses  by  new  con- 
struction and  declared  that  the  rob- 
bery of  neutral  ahlpa,  almost  without 
parallel  by  the  Entente,  could  not  be 
repeated. 

American  Aid 

"The  more  troopa  the  United  States 
sends  the  greater  will  be  the  need  of 
shipping  for  reinforcement.'*  of  mu- 
nitions and  provisions,"  Herr  von 
Payer  aald.  "The  filling  up  of  the 
enemy  army  by  Americans,  therefore, 
bears   In    Itself   its   limitations." 

Contending  that  technique  and  In- 
vehtlve  genius  which  already 
had  helped  the  Germans  over  heavy 
obstacles  would  still  help  them.  Herr 
von  Payer  said:  "If  we  lack  cotton 
and  oil,  our  enemies  lack  coal. 

The  speaker  said  that  the  enemy's 
only  hope  la  that  the  Germans  might 
collapse  Inwardly  sooner  than  thay. 
He  asserted  that  enenny  attempts  Uo 
sow  discord  were  unavailing. 
Suffrage  Bill 
Regarding  the  Prussian  suffrage 
bill,  which  he  considered  of  prime  Im- 
portance, he  said  that  "it  is  no  lon- 
ger Prussian  but  eminently  a  German 
question,"  adding,  "moreover.  It  Is  my 
belief  that  if  equal  suffrage  docs  not 
Issue  from  the  committee  of  the 
Upper  House  the  government  will 
proceed    to    dissolution." 

Herr  von  Payer  considered  that  the 
present  terrible  struggle  would  not 
end  with  peace  of  the  customary 
character. 

"In  former  pence  negotiations."  he 
said,  "the  middle  and  the  lower 
claaaes  when  It  came  to  the  council 
chamber,  fell  quietly  into  the  back- 
ground. Thla  now  ia  over,  and  the 
governments  will  conclude  the  com- 
'ing  peace  treaties  In  close  harmony 
with   the   entire   people. 

"The  main  thing  for  them  In  peace 
Is  not  the  acquisition  of  land,  trea- 
sure and  glory;  they  aim  nowadays  at 
least  at  the  conclusion  of  a  lastlnir 
Deace  and  therefore,  there  will  be  no 
peace  of  conquest." 

Russia,  he  thought,  might  hsve  re- 
mained in  capable  existence  If  she 
had  granted  tolerable  conditions  to 
the  enalaved  Russians  by  a  Federal 
constitution. 

Rnsaian   Situation 
Our    victories    and     those    of      our 
Allies  now  have  given  the  subject  of 
that    colosaal    empire    an,  opportunity 
to  liberate  themselves,"  he  said. 

The  Vice-chancellor  said  it  was  un- 
thinkable that  Germany  would  con- 
tribute to  restoration  of  the  despotic 
Russian  empire  which,  by  its  mere 
existence,  always  menaced  the  world. 
"We  cannot  hand  over  Poland  to 
Russia,"  he  added,  "nor  can  we  aaslst 
in  having  Finland  again  placed  under 
the  Ruaslan  yoke.  We  cannot  leave 
to  their  fate  border  states  which  He 
on  the  German  frontier  and  the  Bal- 
tic to  be  aubjected  against  their  will 
to  Russian  Imperialism  or  thrown  Into 
the  perils  of  civil  war  and  anarchy. 

"in  fact,  these  statvs  having  come 
to  an  undersUnding  with  us,  as  the 
most  nearly  Intereated,  can  only  be 
an  advantage  to  the  world,  and  we 
can  never  permit  anyone  to  meddle 
with  us  in  this  matUr  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  present  European  bal- 
ance of  power  or  rather  British  pre- 
dominance." 

Herr  von  Payer  aaaerted  that  Ger- 
many had  peace  In  the  eaat  and 
would  not  submit  It  to  the  Entente 
for  Its  alteratiOB  the  peace  treaties 
with  the  Ukraine,  Rusela  and  Rou- 
manla. 

For  the  rest,  the  territorial  poaeee- 
alons  which  existed  before  the  war 
can  everywhere  be  restored. 
Waat  Oolealcs  Restored 
The  speaker  added:  "A  preliminary 
condition  for  us  and  our  Allies  Is 
that  all  the  territory  should  again  be 
restored  which  we  possessed  on 
August  1.  Itl4.  Germany  muat. 
therefore  In  the  first  place,  receive 
back  her  coloniea.  in  which  connec- 
tion the  Idea  of  an  exchange  on  the 
greunda  of  expediency  need  not  be 
exeluded.

London  Tinfies  Says  St.  Mihiel 
Stroke  Is  Well  Constructed 
—"One  of  Great  Moments 
of  War." 


LONDON,  Sept.  13. — The  British 
public  has  been  anxiously  looking  for 
another  American  move  but  hardly 
expected  it  so  soon  and  the  news  of 
the  Franco-American  attaclt  to  pinch 
out  the  St.  Mihiel  salient  which  the 
Cermans  drove  Into  the  French  line 
in  September,  19]  4.  ana  nas  held  ever 
since,  was  received  here  with  the 
greatest  enthusiasm  and  according  to 
British  correspondents  at  the  front 
who  heard  of  the  good  progress  the 
Americans  are  making,  with  equal 
enthusiasm    there. 

As  a  bljj  advance  In  this  direction 
would  soon  cause  great  Inconvenience 
to  the  enemy  before  Metz,  It  is  fully 
expected  that  every  resistance  will  be 
made.  According  to  military  experts, 
the  German  front  between  Verdun 
and  the  Swiss  frontier  for  many 
months  has  been  only  thinly  held 
with  Inferior  troops  in  comparison 
with  the  remainder  of  the  front  to 
the  sea,  and  one  of  the  objects  Gcii. 
Ludendorff  had  In  shortening  the 
front  was  to  utilize  troops  thus  ob- 
tained to  strengthen  this  line.  General 
Ludendorff  undoubtedly  expected  this 
section  of  the  battle  line  to  be  the 
object  of  an  attack  by  an  American 
army  which  was  generally  supposed 
to   be  somewhere   In   this  region. 

Press  Congratulations 

That  the  blow  thus  far  has  suc- 
ceeded so  well  and  such  a  large  haul 
of  priaoners  affords  an  opportunity 
for  congratulations   by  the   press. 

The  day  adds  a  glowing  page  of 
glory  to  American  history,  says  the 
(Jraphic,  and  It  will  be  a  proud  re- 
collection for  America  that  her  sons 
had  a  lion's  share  In  wiping  off  the 
battle  map  a  salient  which  persisted 
there  for  almost  four   years. 

The  Daily  News  calls  attention  to 
the  "strikingly  restrained"  tone  of 
General  Pershing's  communique,  and 
says:  "This  new  formidable  thrust 
adds  to  the  enemy's  perplexities  and 
gives  first  proof  of  the  commandln* 
superiority  and  resources  of  the  Allies 
which  foreshadows  the  future  course 
of  the  war."

Inspector  of  Indian  Agen- 
cies, has  written  a  strong  letter  to 
the  Vernon  City  Council  protesting 
against  the  sale  of  2  pep^  cent  beer 
and  cider  to  Indians,  who  Imbibe  the 
drinks  in  unlimited  quantities  when 
opportunity  offers  and  frequently  be- 
come Intoxicated  therefrom.  He  urges 
that,  as  the  sale  of  any  Intoxicant  to 
Indians  is  forbidden  by  the  Indian 
Act,  hotels  and  other  places  dealing 
in  drinks  permitted  under  the  Prohi- 
bition Act  should  he  prevented  from 
selling    to    Indians. 

He  asks  the  Council  to  Issue  orders 
to  that  effect  Hnd  pass  a  resolution 
asking  the  Federal  Government  to 
amend  the  act  so  as  to  make  the  snie 
of  near  beer  and  rider  to  Indians 
illegal.  The  Council  referred  the  let- 
ter to  the  Board  of  Police  Commia- 
sionera.

A   DIFTERENCE 


The  Governments  of  Canada  and 
the  United  States  are  In  need  of  sten- 
ographers and  both  have  Inserted  ad- 
vertisements in  the  newspapers  of  the 
respective  countries  to  this  effect. 
There  is  a  difference  in  the  treatment 
to  be  meted  out  to  these  stenograph- 
ers in  each  country  which  Is  worthy 
of  no^ce.  In  Canada  the  salary  Is  to 
be  $600  to  11,000  per  annum,  accord- 
ing to  the  candidate's  rating  In  a  test 
and  previous  office  experience.  The 
test,  Jt  might  be  pointed  out.  Is  for 
temporary  employment  only.  it  is, 
however,  stated  that  permanent  em- 
ployment may  subsequently  be  secured 
through  passing  one  of  the  regular 
competitive  examinations  for  stenog- 
raphers. Candidates  who  sit  at  the 
temporary  test  for  employment  have 
to  supply  their  own  typewriters.  Those 
are  the  conditions  laid  down  by  our 
Civil  Service.  Now  let  us  see  what  the 
United  States  has  to  offer. 

On  the  American  side  there  Is  ur- 
gent need  for  thousands  of  typewriter 
operators  and  stenographers  and  type- 
writers. Examinations  are  held  every 
Tuesday  in  4  50  of  the  principal  cities 
of  the  United  States  and  those  who 
pass  the  test  are  assured  of  certifica- 
tion for  appointment.  The  entrance 
salary  (that  is  the  minimum  salary) 
ranges  from  $1,000  to  $1,200  a  year. 
Advancement  of  capable  employees  to 
higher  salaries  is  reasonably  rapid. 
Women  are  specially  urged  to  under- 
take this  office  work  and  anyone  who 
has  reached  the  age  of  18  on  the  day 
of  examination  is  eligible. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  In  the  one 
case  temporary  employment  is  offered 
with  a  minimum  salary  of  $600,  while 
In  the  other  the  minimum  salary  Is 
$1,000  and  the  employment  is  perma- 
nent. It  would  be  interesting  to  know 
Just  how  our  Civil  Service  Commission 
expects  to  get  the  best  results  under 
such  circumstances.  In  these  days, 
more  than  ever  before,  brains  and 
efficiency  will  go  to  the  highest  bid- 
der, and  this  is  already  being  proved 
in  ■  connection  with  the  appeal  for 
stenographers  made  by  the  Canadian 
and  American  Governments.  There 
are  instances  in  this  Province  of 
stenographers,  on  learning  of  the 
salaries  offered  by  the  American  Gov- 
ernment, leaving  their  berths  and  the 
country  to  engage  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States.  It  is  in  their  interests 
to  do  so; -and  it  would  be  in  the  inter- 
ests of  Canada  and  of  the  public  ser- 
vice as  a  whole  if  our  authorities  at 
Ottawa  would  take  cognisance  of  mat- 
ters such  as  these  and  place  Civil  Ser- 
vice salaries  on  a  standard-  at  least  as 
high  as  it  is  in  the  United  SUtes. 
Unless  it  does  the  efficiency  of  public 
officialdom  in  this  country  will  be  pro- 
portionately lower  than  on  the  Amer- 
ican side.

posts  in  the  force,  is  only  a  partial 
one  and  few  Westerners  are  men- 
tioned. Bo  far  as  known,  it  does  not 
include  a  single  Victorian.  Brlv-- 
Oeneral  J.  H.  BImsley.  C.  M.  O..  D. 
8.  O.,  who  has  seen  hard  service  in 
France,    will,  command. 

No  further  advices  were  received 
yesterday  at  headquarters  of  this 
mllit^.ry  district  regardins  the  Si- 
berian force,  which  is  to  be  concen- 
trated in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
Victoria.  The  date  of  the  arrival  of 
the  vanguard  of  the  main  force,  as 
well  as  the  definite  location  of  the 
cantonment,  is  still  unknown. 
I-^rteen    Hundred    Horses 

Probably  fifteen  hundred  or  more 
horBes  will  be  brought  here  for  ser- 
vice either  as  regular  remounts  for 
Infantry  offlcers  and  artillery  or  for 
the  traniiport  branch.  There  are 
6. lid  to  be  only  about  two  hundred 
reniountH  In  this  district.  The  re- 
mainder will  probably  come  from  the 
interior  of  the  I'rovlnce  or  the 
prairies. 

The  selection  of  the  offlcers.  more 
particularly  for  the  senior  commands, 
has  been  a  matter  of  much  concern 
and  careful  consic^^ration,  according 
to  the  statement  of  the  Mllltla  De- 
liartnient.

By  the  United  States  Military  Service  Convention  Regulations, 
approved  by  the  Qovernor-in-Council  on  20th  Au^st,  1918,  Male 
Oitiiena  of  th«  United  States  In  Oanada»  within  the  a^ei  for  the 
time  being  ipedfled  hy  the  Lawi  of  the  United  States  prescribing 
compulsory  military  service,  except  those  who  have  diplomatic  ex- 
emption, are  made  subject  and  liable  to  Military  Servioe  in  Canada, 
and  become  entitled  to  exemption  or  discharge  therefrom,  under  the 
Canadian  Laws  and  Regulations.  The  regulations  governing  this 
liability  are  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  (Extra)  of  21st  Aug., 
1918;  copy  whereof  may  be  obtained  upon  application  through  the 
post  to  the  Director  of  the  Military  Service  Branch  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice  at  Ottawa. 

United  States  Citixens  of  the  description  aforesaid  who  were  in 
Canada  on  30th  July,  1918,  have  sixty  days  from  that  date  within 
which  to  exsordte  an  option  to  enlist  or  enroll  in  the  forces  of  the 
United  States,  or  to  return  to  the  United  States ;  and  those  who  for 
any  reason  rabseqnently  become  liable  to  Military  Servioe  in  Canada 
have  thiitjr  dayi  from  the  date  of  the  accruing  of  such  liability 
within  which  to  exercise  the  like  option.  It  is  stipulated  by  ths 
Convention  also  that  certificates  of  diplomatic  exemption  may  be 

S*aDted  within  the  optional  periods  aforesaid.  Every  oitisen  of  the 
nited  Statei  to  whom  the  regulations  apply  is  required  to  report 
to  the  Reglitrar  mder  the  Military  Service  Act,  1917,  for  the  prol^- 
ince  or  distri<it  within  which  he  is.  in  the  manner  by  the  regulations 
prescribed,  witidn  ten  days  after  the  expiry  of  his  options!  period, 
and  will  be  subject  to  penalties  if  without  reasonable  excuse  he  fail 
so  to  report.

The  necessity  of  energetic  steps  for 
the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  tuber- 
culosis and  an  outline  of  what  the 
Provincial  Government  has  done  and 
Is  doing  to  combat  the  diseaae  will  be 
the  theme  of  an  address  which  Hon.

He  goes  to  Trail,  where  he  will  for- 
mally open  the  annual  Fall  fair  on 
the  17th  Inst.,  and  from  that  point  he 
will  proceed  to  Penticton.  He  will 
visit  a  number  of  other  points  before 
he  returns  to  Victoria. 

'  Hon.  J.  W.  deB.  Farris.  Attorney- 
General,  returned  to  the  city  yester- 
day morning  from  Vancouver,  where 
he  went  on  Wednesday  with  Deputy 
Minister  of  Labor  McNiven  to  meet 
representatives  of  the  striking  laun- 
dry workers  and  employers  in  the 
hope  of  effecting  a  settlement.  Mr. 
McNiven  remained  In  Vancouver  and 
as  chairman  of  the .  Minimum  Wage 
Board  will  preside  at  a  meeting  of 
that  body,  at  which  one  of  the  Im- 
portant questions  to  be  decided  will 
be  that  of  fixing  a  minimum  Wage 
for   girl   workers   in   laundries. 

Hon.  William  Sloan,  Minister  of

Yesterday  morning  Premier  Oliver

A  session  of  the  Executive  Council 
was  held  yesterday  morning,  when 
Chairman  Winn  and  Mr.  Parker  Wil- 
liams, of  the  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Board,  conferred  with  the  mem- 
bers of  the  council  now  In  the  city 
respecting  the  proposal  to  bring  Gov- 
ernment employees  under  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Workmen's  CompenHatlon 
Board,  provision  for  which  was  made 
by  amendments  to  the  act  passed  at 
the  recent  session  of  the  Legislature. 
The  question  discussed  was  whether 
there  should  be  a  special  class  em- 
bracing all  employees  or  whether  the 
employees  should  bo  classified  In  the 
several  classes  now  set  forth  In  the 
act.  It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion 
that  the  former  course  should  be 
adopted.  This  would  mean  that  the 
premiums  required  to  be  paid  by  the 
Government  would  be  such  as  would 
be  needed  to  meet  the  Insurance  on 
Government  employees  as  well  as  the 
proportion  of  cost  of  administering 
the  act.

INCENOIARISM 


Thinl  Attcinpt  Within  Week  Made  to 

Burn  Down  Property  Owned  by 

.Mr.    Ij.    J.    Quagllottl. 


What  was  clearly  the  third  attempt 
within  a  week  to  set  alight  property 
belonging  to  Mr.  L.  J.  QuagllottI,  near 
the  intersection  of  Cormorant  and 
Blanshard  Streets,  was  made  last 
night,  when  fire  was  started  at  a 
dwelling  fronting  on  Blanshard  Street 
and  alongside  the  structure  which,  on 
Saturday  night  last,  was  also  set  alight. 
A  bottle  containing  coal  oil  waa  found 
by  the  police  and  also  a  quantity  of 
oil-soaked  wood  which  had  been  piled 
alongside  the  building.

Captain  J.  Bowen  Primrose-Wells, 
of  Victoria,  has  died  In  a  Oeri%an 
prison  camp.  JLong-delayed  news  ooT 
his  death  last  April  has  Just  filtered 
through  Switzerland  and  has  been 
conveyed  to  the  family. 

The  young  officer,  who  left  here  as 
a  private  with  the  30th  Battalion  dur- 
ing the  early  months  of  the  war  and 
was  later  transferred  to  the  Bedford- 
shire Regiment,  was  reported  wound- 
ed and  captured  March  27.  He  was 
severely  wounded  in  the  spine  and 
was  taken  by  the  Germans,  along 
with  a  large  number  of  other  prison- 
ers, to  an  interior  prison  camp.  He 
was  said  to  be  suffering  great  pain, 
and  that  "religious  comforts  were 
being  administered."  He  died  April 
4 — a  week  after  his  capture. 

Captain  Prlmrose-Welis  was  the 
son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Prftnrot,e-WellB, 
who  lived  on  Burnslde  Road  for 
some  years.  A  sister  is  Mrs.  Robson, 
of  68  Obed  Avenue,  Tllllcum  district. 
His  parents  are  in  England,  and  two 
other  sisters  are  making  munitions 
at  Woolwich   Arsenal. 

Dr.  Primrose- Wells  and  his  family 
came  to  Victoria  from  Creslon.  B.  C, 
about  two  years  before  the  war.  The 
doctor  Is  now  at  Chobham.  taking 
the  place  of  two  doctors  who  h:ive 
gone  to  the  front.  Mrs.  Primrose- 
Wells  is  working  at  a  aovernment 
canteen  In  London. 

About  three  days  before  receiving 
the  wounds  which  proved  mortal 
Captain  Prlmroso-Wells  was  hit  in 
the  head  and  was  ordered,  back  of 
the  line.  It  was  during  the  big  Ger- 
man offensive,  and  the  young  captain 
know  that  every  man  counted.  He 
refused  to  go  back,  tried  to  forget  his 
wound,  and  fell  three  days  later  fac- 
ing the  enemy.    , 

BOARD  PREPARES  10

Proposes  Joint  Committee  to 
Arrange  Entertainment  of 
Federal  Cabinet  Representa- 
tives Coming  to  Coast. 


Plans  for  entertaining  the  F-'cderal 
Ministers  on  their  forthcoming  visit 
to  (he  Coast  and  at  the  same  time 
Inipressing  upon  them  the  needs  of 
Victoria  and  what  It  expects  of  the 
Dominion  Governnient  in  the  way  of 
local  development,  were  furthered 
yesterday  at  a  meeting  of  the  council 
of  the   Board   of  Trade. 

Hon.  F.  B.  Carvell,  Minister  of 
Public  Works;  Hon.  Thomas  White, 
Minister  of  Finance;  Hon.  Dr.  .1.  D. 
Held,  Minister  of  Railways,  and  H<|n. 
N.  W.  Rowell.  president  of  the  Privy 
Council,  are  expected  to  reach  here 
within  the  next  few  weeks,  and  the 
couni-11  has  Instructed  the  heads  of 
the  committees  whose  activities  are 
allied  with  the  duties  of  the  various 
ministers  to  prepare  representations. 
Construction  of  drydock  at  Ksfjui- 
malt,  building  of  the  Johnson  Street 
bridge  and  completion  of  the  outer 
piers  are  among  the  matters  that  will 
bo  brought    before   the   ministers. 

The  City  Council,  Canadian  Club. 
Rotary  Club  and  Great  War  Veter- 
ans' Association  will  each  be  asked 
to  furnish  two  delegates  to  a  general 
committee  to  have  charge  of  arrange- 
ments for  the  visits.  It  is  probable 
that  some  Victoria  business  men  will 
form  a  committee  to  meet  Mr.  Car- 
veil  in  Vanet^uver  and  accompany 
him    here. 

Th«  council  decided  to  interview 
Mr.  K.  Paterson,  manager  of  the  B. 
C.  Telephone  Company,  respecting 
the  service  here,  which  it  contends  is 
"deteriorating."  Mentbers  said  that 
the  rat«M  had  been  Increased,  aK 
though  the  service  had  evidently  suf- 
fered  In  consequence.

Victoria  Business  Men  Begin- 
ning to  Wonder  How  "Ouad- 
ra,"  "Nootka"  or  "Treas- 
ure" Would  Sound. 


Should  the  name  Vancouver  Island 
stick?  Cannot  a  better,  leas  confus- 
ing, one  be  found  to  take  its  place? 

These  are  two  questions  which  are 
agitating  the  minds  of  sonic  of  Victo- 
ria's buslneqy  men  who  see  In  the 
continuance  of  the  luland'H  pre.-icnt 
appellation  a  likelihood  of  continued 
association  with  a  certain  large  <ity 
on  the  Mainland,  more  or  less  Ignor- 
ance of  the  city  of  Victoria  and  eter- 
nal misunderstanding.  which  no 
amount  of  Intelligent  publicity  can 
set   right. 

ThlH  feeling  found  an  outlet  In  a 
half-Huppresaed  Hort  of  way  at  a 
meeting  of  the  council  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  yesterday.  Attention  waa 
called  to  an  article  in  an  Eastern 
financial  paper  setting  forth  in  glow- 
ing terms  the  posaibillties  of  develop- 
ing trade  between  Canada  and  Sibe- 
ria and  stating  In  bold  characters — 
and  even  several  times  repeating  the 
statement — that  Vancouver  Is  the 
farthest  west  port  In  Canada  and 
therefore  in  Uie  best  position  to  reap 
the   treasure   of   the    new  trade   field. 

There  was  some  discussion  as  to 
how  the  wrong  might  be  righted,  and 
it  was  finally  decided  to  write  the 
editor  of  the  paper  and  point  out  the 
error.  But  there  have  been  so  many 
Instances  of  this  confusion  In  names 
that  even  the  Board  of  Trade  is  be- 
coming bewildered  as  to  what  effec- 
tive action  should  be  taken  to  dispel 
the  unintentional,  but  evidently  grow- 
ing, propaganda  to  put  Victoria  off 
the    map. 

"Why  not  make  this  Quadra  Island 
and  put  this  all  to  a  sudden  end?" 
suggested  someone.  There  was  a 
little  semi-serious  debate,  but  no  re- 
solutions were   passed. 

Whisperings  Kvcrywhero 

The  Board  of  Trade,  however  is 
not  the  only  place  where  the  name 
Vancouver  Island  has  been  condemn- 
ed. On  the  streets  and  In  the  city 
clubs,  Victoria's  business  men  are 
quietly  indulging  in  the  pastime  of 
picking  a  new  name  for  the  Island 
and  the  game  haa  passed  the  purely 
entertaining    stage.  There    is    now 

quite  a  strong  feeling  in  the  air  that, 
after  all,  a  change  In  name  v/ould  be 
a  good  thing,  and  that  it  might  put  a 
stop  for  all  time  to  the  embanass- 
ments  which  this  city  has  been  forc- 
ed to  suffer  from  time  to  time  at  the 
hands  of  some  well-wishing  friend 
of  the  West  Coast  whose  main  fault 
is  a  hazy  knowledge  of  geography. 

Quadra  I.sland  seems  to  be  the 
most  popular  selection  so  far.  but 
Nootka  Island  and  Victoria  Island 
have  been  suggested.  Esquimau  Is- 
land would  he  all  right  If  everyone 
co\ild  pronounce  It  properly  without 
having  to  be  told  first  how  t^  do  It. 
Poiiipone  has  recommended  Treasure 
I.sland:  In  fact,  there  Is  no  end  to  the 
HuggpstlonH. 

No  organization  has  yet  given  offi- 
cial attention  to  the  matter,  but 
tho.MC  who  consider  they  are  keeping 
up  with  the  trend  of  Victoria  opinion 
believe  that,  If  everyone  works  to- 
gether, a  more  serviceable  name  than 
Vancouver    island    can    be    discovered.

•GASOLINE  ON  SONDAYS 


"Over  There 


Motor  Drivers  Asked  Not  to  Use 
Cars  on  Sabbath — If  Volun- 
tary Method  Fails  Compul- 
sion Will  Follow. 


Local  dealers  have  airreed  to  stop 
the  sale  of  gasoline  on  Sundays,  oora- 
menclng  a  week  from  tomorrow,  for 
the  purpose  of  conserving  the  fuel 
supply.  They  realise  that  if  volun- 
tary methods  are  not  successful 
compulsion   will   be   necessary. 

Doubt  as  to  the  value  of  shutting 
down  on  Sunday  selling  was  express- 
ed by  several  dealers,  who  claim  that 
motorisU  will  All  their  tanks  on  Sat- 
urday night  so  that  they  will  have 
ample  gas  to  carry  Uhem  on  their 
pleasurings  during  the  Sabbath.  One 
dealer  pointed  out  that  as  the  mlni- 
ipum  capacity  of  most  cars  was  ten 
gallons  this  would  allow  them  to  run 
at  least  one  hundred  miles  on  Sun- 
day, which  was  all  that  was  usually 
required   by  an   auto  owner. 

Another  view  was  expressed  to  the 
effect  that  even  If  the  measure  were 
not  entirely  successful  in  its  purpose, 
the  spirit  of  the  act  was  eight  and 
the  scheme  should   be   inaugurated. 

It  was  also  suggested  that  many 
would  forget  to  get  the  necessary 
supply  of  gasoline,  with  the  result 
that  the  family  couldn't  go  Joy  rid- 
ing. 

It  Ik  believed  and  hoped  that  the 
dealers  »\\  over  the  Island  will  fol- 
low the  Kundny  closing  plan,  so  that 
a  n\otorlst  will  get  stuck  If  he  tries 
any    long    trips    up    the    Island. 

The  Fuel  Controller  realised  the 
irxonvcnlence  of  a  rationing  system, 
and  HO  l.ssued  an  appeal  for  con- 
servation. a.sklng  that  Sunday  driv- 
ing   be    discontinued. 

Dispatches  from  Vancouver  show 
that  the  gasoline  saving  drive  has 
begun  there  and  elsewhere.  Oil  com-- 
panles  closed  all  stations  where  gas- 
oline and  lubricating  oils  are  sold  on 
Sunday  last  and  Issued  circulars  to 
motorists  asking  them  to  co-operate 
In  stopping  Sunday  pleasure  motor- 
ing. The  Imperial  Oil  Company  head 
office  announces  that  all  stations 
throughout  Canada  will  be  closed 
hereafter  on  Sundays.  Apparently 
the  experiment  worked  out  so  well 
in  Vancouver  and  the  other  Western 
cities  where  Sunday  selling  was  dis- 
continued, that  Eastern  Canadian 
stations  will  now  be  closed.  Tha  Im- 
perial Oil  Company,  in  its  announce- 
ment, saysr  "We  are  taking  this 
course  voluntarily  from  a  patriotic 
standpoint  with  the  view  of  discour- 
aging Sunday  motoring."

After  repeated  efforts  to  have  an 
adjustment  of  the  claims  put  In  by 
enumerators  for  extra  consideration 
Mrvlces  rendered  by  them  In  the  prei? 
paratlon  of  the  voters'  lists  for  the 
Federal  election  of  last  year,  It  looks 
as  If  somethln*  definite  will  be  forth- 
coming shortly. 

Dr.  eimon  F.  Tolmle,  M.P.,  yesterday 
received  a  telegram  from  Mr.  W.  F. 
O'Connor,  of  Ottawa,  stating  that  he 
Is  leaving  tomorrow  as  a  representa- 
tive of  the  government  to  investigate 
and  advlso  regarding  adjustment  of 
disputed  election  accounts;  that  the 
Audltor-Oener^  has  already  sent  a 
representative  on  his  own  behalf  and 
that  hto  (Mr.  O'Connor's)  Inkestlgatlon 
and  report  will  he  entirely  Independ- 
ent of  that  to  bo  made  by  the  Auditor- 
Genera  I's  reprcsetitatlve. 

The  dispute  over  the  elertlon  ac- 
counts has  been  a  lively  Issue  ever 
since  the  enumerators  employed  at  the 
federal  election  sent  In  blllM  for 
amounts  In  excess  of  the  nmoiinlij 
stipulated  to  be  paid  by  legislation 
passed  by  the  federal  house.  The  rates 
fixed  for  this  province  proved  Inade- 
quate to  meet  the  nituatlon,  wlt^  the 
result  that  all  qver  thp  province  enum- 
erators put  in  bills  In  excess  of  tha 
amount  allowed  by  the  Act.  The 
Auditor-General  refused  to  pay  the  ex- 
cess amount,  holding  that  Ae  had  no 
authority  to  pay  more  than  the 
amounts  allowed  by  the  Act.  ' 

The  enumerators  here  and  at  A'an- 
couver  and  New  Westminster,  as  well 
as  at  other  polnta  throughout  the 
province,  have  'been  besieging  Ottawa 
with  demands  for  the  extra  allowance, 
in  many  Instances  claiming  they  are 
actually  out  of  pocHet.  The  matter  was 
taken  up  by  Dr.  Tolmle  when  he  was 
at  Ottawa  and  as  a  result  of  repre- 
sentations made  to  Hon.  Martin  Bur- 
rell.  Secretary  of  State,  an  Investiga- 
tion was  secured  and  Mr.  O'Connor  has 
been  named  to  make  it.  Apparently 
the  Auditor-General  is  making  an  in- 
quiry on  his  own  behalf,  according  to 
the  tenor  of  Mr.  O'Connor's  telegram 
of  yestarday  to  Dr.  Tolmle.

German  Chancellor,  Address- 
ing Laborites,  Says  Govern- 
ment and  Army  Leaders  Now 
Desire  No  Conquests, 


LD.VDON.  Sept.  13.— Notwitlistanri 
Ing  tho  dcolinatinn  of  fJcrmany's  peace 
proposal,  fount  von  Hertllng,  the  Im- 
perial •  •hanccUor.  Is  convinced  that 
poacp  Is  nearer  fhnn  Is  generally  sup- 
ponrd,  according  to  an  address  made 
♦  )y  the  Chancellor  before  the  tracics 
nnionlHt  leaders  In  Germany,  says  '*■ 
dispatch  to  tho  Kxchange  Telegraph 
Company    from    Copenhagen. 

The  Chancellor  declared  that  t>oth  the 
Ctprman  government  and  army  leaders 
desired   an    undprstandlng  and    peace. 

Count  von  Hertllng  said  the  govern- 
fnent  and  the  army  leaders  were  against 
hU   conti'iests. 

As  sonn  as  he  was  convinced  of  the 
imposBlbillly  of  an  agreement  with  the 
Upper  House  on  the  suffraire  q>iestlon 
the  t'hancellor  said  he  would  dissolve 
the    Ix)wer    House. 


The  masses  In  Russia  were  dis- 
pleased By  the  arrangement  because 
they  knew  It  contemplated  the  sale 
of  goods  BO  badly  needed  by  the  Rus- 
sians, and  especially  the  transfer  to 
(lermany  of  the  fabrics  which  the 
Soviet  Government  had  collected  In 
great  quantities  In  Moscow  and  Pet- 
rograd. 

The  C.ermans  are  also  apparently 
dissatisfied  with  the  agreement  be- 
cause their  efforts  to  ship  goods 
have  been  so  fiercely  resisted,  and 
they  believe  Germany  will  have  the 
BHme  trouble  In  this  case  that  she 
encountered  In  the  Ukraine.  In 
other  words,  they  seem  to  feel  that 
the  Bolsheviki  do  not  expect  to 
abide  by   their  treaty^ 

TRADE  RETURNS 

SHOW  DECREASE 

OTTAWA.  Sept.  13.— A  decrease  of 
nearly  1271,000,000  In  the  total  trade 
of  Canada  for  the  first  five  months  of 
tho  fiscal  vear,  as  compared  with  the 
same  period  in  1917.  is  shown  by  the 
monthly    trade    statement    issued    from 


the  Customs  Department  today.  Th« 
statement  shows  that  Canada's  tradf 
for  the  five  months  of  the  present  fis- 
cal year,  which  ended  on  August  :U 
last,  totalled  |875, 178,(08.  A  year  ago 
the  total  for  the  five  months  was  91,- 
146,   064.498. 

The  decrease  Is  largely  due  to  the 
falling  off  in  exports,  which  this  year 
totalled  |461,84<.814.  as  against  $<54.- 
242,280  in  1917.  Imports  decreased  80,- 
9fi9.I25  in  the  five  month  period  thn 
total  for  1917  being  1474,081,859  and 
for    the   present    year    $413,082,734.

After  telltnir  of  hla 
ImpresBlons  during  a  twelve  weeks'  v»«U 
to  the  Itnlted  ^tate8,  he  related  how 
the  Anzacs,  the  super-flRhtera  from  the 
Southern  fleas  have  helped  the  Allies 
at  OalllpoU  and  In  Franca,  coneludlnB 
with  the  declaration  that  the  Empire 
could  count  upon  New  Zealand  to  carry 
on    till    the    end. 

Almut  100  members  of  the  club  were- 
present.  and  gave  Mr.  Poole  a  roualnc 
reception.  A  vote  of  thanks  waa  pro- 
posed liv  Premier  Oliver  and  aeconded 
by   Dr.   «.    F.   Tolmle.   M.P. 

In  his  address  of  Introduction,  Pres- 
ident John  Cochrane  remarked  that  the

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VANCOUVER,  Sept.  II. — Tho  ra- 
port  of  tha  Royal  Commiaalop  ap- 
pointed to  settle  the  dlaputaa  batwaan 
the  Canadian  Merchant  Service  Guild 
and  the  coaatwiae  ateamablp  eom- 
panies  waa  brought  down  on  Thurs- 
day  afternoon. 

The  chief  pointa  In  tha  report  are: 

neoosntttOD 

Tour  commlaaioners  find  that  the 
Canadian  Merchant  Service  Guild 
should  be  recognised  by  shipowners 
in  Canada  to  the  extent  of  the  recog- 
nition accorded  the  Imperial  Mer- 
chant Service  Quild  by  shipownera  in 
Great  Britain  In  reference  to  relations 
between  employer  and  employees  on 
payment  of  wages  and  work- 
ing conditions.  The  exact  status  of 
the  Imperial  Merchant  Service  Guild 
In  thla  respect  your  commissioners, 
in  accordance  with  the  above  ar- 
rangement, will  determine  after  fur- 
ther evidence  on  the  point  haa  been 
obtained. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the 
claim  of  the  KuUd  and  the  poaition  of 
the  owners  as  aot  out  in  the  state- 
ments filed  and  In  the  evidence,  your 
commissioners  find  that  the  wages 
set  out  in  the  schedule  hereto  should 
apply  as  indicated. 

In  this  schedule  in  certain  Instances 
retroactive  pay  is  established.  In  the 
case  of  the  Union  SS.  Company,  Ltd., 
and  towboate,  the  increases  In  pay 
which  have  occurred  from  time  t-i 
time  are  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
missioners  satisfactory. 

With  reference  to  the  vessels  which 
have  not  been  represented  before 
your  commissioners,  the  classification 
of  the  guild   has  been  accepted. 

Your  commissioners  will  be  ready 
to  hear  of  any  owner  who  considers 
himself  aggrieved  In  reference  to  thia 
clanHlflcation,  and  reservation  is 
made  so  that  any  such  cases  may  be 
made  the  subject  of  •jtibsequent  action 
and   readjustment. 

The  only  objection  voiced  before 
your  commissioners  to  the  use  of  the 
'.hrec-watch  syst'-m  or,  the  ahips  to 
which  it  is  applicable  was  that  the 
men  were  not  available.  Tour  com- 
missioners feel  that  the  three- watch 
system  should  be  lyauRurated  and 
sustained  where  possible  and  would 
therefor*  recommend  that  this  be 
done  wherever  and  whenever  the  men 
are  available. 

Classification  of  Officers 

Tour   commissioners   feel   that      'he 
claim    of    the    guild^  regarding      this 
should  not  be  given  effect  to. 
Holidays 

Tour  commissioners  recommend 
that  the  masters  and  mates  on  all 
boats  should  be  given  annual  holidays 
with  full  pay  to  the  extent  of  two 
weeks.  Your  commissioners  also  re- 
commend that  towboat  masters  and 
certificated  officers  avay  from  the 
home  port  for  fourteen  days  or  more 
should  be  given  upon  their  return  24 
hours  free  from  the  vessel. 

Tour  commissioners  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  evidence  submitted 
does  not  disclose  any  undue  or  extra- 
ordinary hazard  for  the  class  of  ves- 
sels sent  to  the  waters  to  the  west- 
ward of  the  Jordan  River  and  north 
across  Queen  Charlotte  Sound,  and  if 
such  hazard  exists  the  practice  of 
laying  up  in  shelter  for  favorable 
weather  rertioves  any  extra  danger 
likely  to  be  encountered  because  of 
weather  conditions.  Your  commjs- 
eloners  also  feel  that  there  has  been 
no  good  reason  shown  why  the  wages 
on  vessels  operating  out  of  Prince 
Rupert  should  be  Increased  twenty 
per  cent  above  wages  on  vessels  from 
other  ports  in  the  province.  The  find- 
ing on  this  point  is  that  the  claim  is 
not  well-founded  and  should  not  be 
granted. 

The  questions  In  respect  to  harbor 
tugs  of  the  working  day,  overtime, 
and  extra  pay  In  lieu  of  board  are  re- 
served by  your  commissioners  to  be 
dealt  with  later  upon  further  evid- 
ence. 

Towlns  by  Freight  Boats 

The  claim  for  extra  pay  on  this 
score  is  not  well-founded' and  should 
not  be  granted. 

Vessels  In  Government  Servioe 

Evidence  was  given  before  your 
commissioners  to  the  effect  that  the 
present  rate  of  wages  paid  is  and  has 
been  for  some  time  Inadequate.  The 
completion  of  evidence  now  would 
mean  considerable  delay  and  your 
commissioners  reserve  this  situation 
to  be  dealt  with  subaequently. 
Ferryboats,  Fishing  Vewacls 

Intimation  was  made  to  your  com- 
missioners that  the  present  situation 
with  reference  tu  these  vessels  Is  sat- 
isfactory. The  matter  was  not  made 
adsolutely  definite,  however,  and 
your  commissioners  therefore  reserve 
for  subsequent  attention  any  questions 
or  difficulties  which  may  be  praaent' 
ed  to  your  commissioners  by  owners 
or  the  guild  with  reference  to  these 
vessels.' 

Lake  and  River  Steamors 

The  Kuild  has  made  application  to 
your  commissioners  for  the  extensloa 
of  the  commission  to  cover  Inquiry 
with  respect  to  wages  and  working 
conditions  on  these  vessels.  Tour 
commissioners,  therefore,  would  re- 
quest that  their  powers  ba  extended 
so  that  what  dlfferancea  exist  may  be 
^alt   with. 

Tour  commlaaioners.  in  vlaw  of  the 
fact  that  subsequent  repart  on  the 
matters  specifically  raaerved  •  will  be 
deferred  on  account  of  tha  neoassity 
in  your  commlsalonera'  opinion  of  ob- 
taining evidence  from  England  on  tha 
statua  of  tha  Imperial  Merchant  8ar- 
vice  Guild,  daalre  It  to  ba  andaratood 
that  any  qnaatlons  itroparly  oomttg 
wltktn  tha  work  ^  of  tha  commission 
ooneamtns  which  no  flndlnga  or  rp- 
eommandationa  hava  baan  abova  sat 
out  will,  at  tha  Inatanoe  of  any  owner 
or  tha  guild,  ha  mada  tha  subjact  ot 
Inqnlry  If  In  tha  opinion  of  yonr  eom- 
iBlasloaani  tbay  ara  of  auftlalant  tm- 
portaaea.

QN  SHELTER  ISLAND 

The  U.  8.  halibut  boat  Bagle  U 
practically  a  total  wrMSk  on  the 
southwest  end  of  Shelter  IsUnd  and 
tha  crow  of  Ave  are  now  sheltered  at 
Ucluelet  lifeboat  house.  The  boat 
profMbly  ran  ashore  in  the  f  ok  which 
has  been  hanging  over  that  part  of 
the   coast. 

The  U.  S.  Consul  has  taken  the 
matter  In  hand  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  the  Princess 
Maqulnna  to  pick  up  the  shipwrecked 
mariners  and  bring  them  here  on 
their  way  home.

$400,000,000  IS 

SPENT  IN  CANADA 


WITH  THE  BRIi;WBiH  PORCiaS  IN 
FRANCE,  Sept.  H.— There  are  still 
some  pockets  of  the  enemy  to  clear 
out  at  various  points  about  Iftavrln- 
eourt  wood,  but  the  operations  as  a 
whole  were  Qpmpletely  successful.  A 
counter-attack  against  Moeuvres, 
which  was  begun  at  (  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  was  disastrous  for  the  Oer- 
mans. 

*  Enemy  troops  had  been  brought  up 
for  the  charge  and  were  about  to  ad- 
vance when  they  were  detected  by 
British  artillerymen,  who  cut  loose 
with  a  terrific  barrage,  inflicting  very 
heavy  casualties.  The  attack  was  com- 
pletely repulsed.  Some  f^w  of  the 
hardier  Germans  fought  their  way 
into  the  village,  but  they  were  negli- 
gible In  number  and  easily  dealt 
with. 

On  the  soutkern  battlefront  the 
British  yesterday  captured  Bolnon 
and  St.  Quentln  woods  with  slight 
opposition.  The  Australians  also  ad- 
vrfnced  their  line  in  the  vicinity  of 
Jeancourt,  north  of  Vermand,  and 
have  their  trenches  now  east  ol 
Jeancourt. 

Flghti;^  continued  in  the  l^  Basses 
sector  where  the  Britiati  occupied  the 
hamlet  of  Lica  BreHQues,  which  lies 
southweHt   of   L,a    Baasee. 

The  German  atlaok  on  Havrlncourt 
Wan  delivered  with  the  support  of  air- 
craft just  beforft  dusk.  The  German 
Infantry  came  charglnK  along  the  high 
ground  in  the  eaat.  wtille  their  battle 
planes  circled  overhead  for  the  purpose 
of  directing  the  movement  and  doing 
what  damage  they  could  with  their  ma- 
chine gunn.  The  Brltlah  Kunner^  and 
riflemen  were,  however,  prepared  for 
the  assault  and  swept  the  advancing 
troops  with  sucti  a  heavy  fire  that  the 
latter   were   forced    to   retire. 

In  the  case  of  both  the  attack  at  Hav- 
rlncourt and  that  at  Mouevre.-*,  the 
enemy  counter  blows  thus  failed  to 
shake  the  British  from  their  hold  on 
the  vllls^s  which  are  of  great  mili- 
tary importance  because  they  lie  on 
hiffh  ground,  that  dominates  much  of 
the    surrounding   locality. 

This  morning  the  victorious  troops 
were  firmly  in.stalled  on  a  line  swung 
out  well  about  Havrlncourt  into  the 
German  zone,  thereby  giving  the  Brit- 
ish a  grip  on  the  forward  defences  of 
the    Hindenburc    line    here.

CABLE  DEFECT 
DUE  TO  ERDSION 


Miners  in  Nanaimo  Disaster  In- 
quiry Tell  of  Unsteady  Mari- 
ner in  Which  Cage  Was 
Lowered  and  Raised, 


NANAIMO,  B.C.,  Sept.  i:i.— The 
Inquiry  which  has  been  under  way 
here  since  Wednesday  into  the  cir- 
cumstance In  connection  with  the  re- 
cent disaster  whVh  caused  the  death 
of  16  miners  at  Protection  Shaft,  ad- 
.lourned  tonight  until  October  22.  In 
the  meantime  a  thorough  test  will  be 
made  by  experts  of  every  appliance 
and  agency  used  In  the  lowering  and 
raising  of  the  caRC.  Cable,  lubrtcat- 
Ing  oil,  safety  devices,  will  all  be 
tested. 

Evidence  brought  out  at  the  In- 
iiulry  shows  that  whatever  inspection 
was  made  of  the  cable  during  its 
operation  was  Insufflcient  to  disclose 
the  defect  of  the  cable.  This  defect 
at  H  point  150  feet  from  where  the 
cable  attaches  to  the  cage.  It  was 
pointed  out  by  Hope  Inspector  Men- 
eies.  was  caused  by  erosion.  The  In- 
spector stated  that  It  appeared  to 
have   been   burned,  the   break   being  a 
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straight  one,  as  If  from  sudden 
shock. 

It  was  bc^ught  out  at  the  even- 
ing session  of  the  enquiry  that  dur- 
ing the  last  three  years  tho /cable 
haa  been  subjected  to  strain  by  rea- 
son of  sudden  application  of  brakes. 
Unsteady    Manner 

Several  miners  testified  to  the  fact 
that  frequently  they  had  cause  to 
complain  of  the  unsteady  manner  In 
which  they  had  been  raised  and 
lowered  In  the  cage.  However,  that 
the  actual  breaking  of  the  cable  last 
Tuesday  was  not  caused  by  a  too 
sudden  application  of  the  engine 
brakes  was  borne  out  by  tho  evi- 
dence of  Engineer  Woodman.  He 
stated  that  never  was  It  necessary  to 
apply  the  brakes  until  the  cage  waa 
at  least  half  way  down  the  shaft; 
that  the  break  had  occurred  when 
the  cage  was  at  least  half  way  down 
the  shaft.  That  the '  brea^  had  oc- 
curred when  the  cage  had  descended 
about   100   feet  was  Inclusive  proof  to

tlon  Tft  ropes  nr  cages.  He  had  made 
no  examination  of  either  cage  or 
rope  on  the  morning  of  the  accident. 

Wallbank  onl^  examined  about  «• 
feet  of  the  rope,  never  the  whole 
rope.  Wallbank  nearly  always  used 
a  stick  for  the  examination  of  the 
rope,  which  method  was  In  witness' 
opinion  totally  Inadequate.  The  oil- 
ing of  )he  rope  wds  done  as  r«T 
quired.  The  rope  waa  oiled  last 
three  weeks  ago.  Witness  admitted 
that  the  reports  which  he  had  writ- 
ten in  the  book  for  that  purpose  an^ 
had  signed  were  not  accurate  as  fat 
as  his  examination  of  the  rope  wm 
concerned. 

James,  Perry,  a  blacksmith  em 
ployed  by  the  company,  said  that  he 
had  watched  Nich«lson  make  his  ex- 
amination of  the  cage  on  Monday  last 
and  this  was  quite  thorough.  He  did 
not  think,  however,  that  Nicholson 
examined    the   rope   at   all. 

James    Mensiea    recalled,    said    tha» 
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brakes   had    not   been   applied,  at   that 
point  such  action  being  unnecessary.

The  Russian  (Jovernment  is  in  the 
dark  as  to  the  gold  paymei.ts  t|;»e 
Soviets  agreed  to  make  to  <»ermany- 
The  rumored  amount  varies  from 
thr^e  to  five  billion  roubles.  The 
whereabouts  of  the  Russian  gold  re- 
serve is  a  mystery  and  many  bankers 
doubt  whether  any  (•••nsiderable 
amount  remains  to  meet  the  German 
claims.  Th2  state  bank  has  not  made 
a  complete  report  since  the  Bolshe- 
vikl  seized  the  government  and  the 
statements  of  the  Minister  of  Finance 
made  so  far  are  described  hy  Russian 
bankers  as  "a  list  of  liabilities  on  one 
side  of  the  sheet  and  printing  presses 
on  the  other." 

When  tho  Bolshevikl  evacuated 
Petrograd  last  February  a  train  was 
sent  to  NIshnl-Novgorod  carrying 
various  quantities  of  securities  of  the 
state  bank. and  money,  the  whole  be- 
ing said  to  amount  to  72.000.000.000 
roubles.  Tho  Bolshevikl  boasted  that 
this  was  the  richest  train  on  record. 
These  securlttes  undoubtedly  have 
been  scattered  widely  because  of  re- 
peitvd  political  uprisings  In  Nlshnl- 
Novgorod,  and  the  value  of  many  of 
the  securities  probably  Is  doubtful 
because  of  the  absolute  industrial 
paralysis  of  tbe  country.
